2. In my telogram of tho 12th Slay, 1904, it was reported that the Chiet's cousin, 
who was the real Adiuinisteator and the de facto Ruler of the State, wax apparently 
under some hostile influence, and would not come forward to make the do 
‘and up to the present there has Leen practically no farther progress made 
coming that influence, oF otloe motive, whatever it may be, which keeps t 
the Chiof away from Ader, 

From available information, (t appears that the titular Soltan, Alavi-bin-Husen, 
is non compon mendir and an necual honentity in the State, and there is little came to 
doubt that any ‘Treaty concluded with him would be valucless and only lend to. friction 
anit disputes amongst the tribesmen of the State, 

4. ‘The Sheiklis and heads of the Beda tribal sections undoubtedly look to and 
‘support the titular Sultan's cousin, Ali-bin-Abmed-al-Rasasi, as the real de facto Chiet 
of Beila, aud it is his presence in Aden which is therefore required for the conclusion of 
‘ang really satisfactory ‘Troaty with the State.

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5. Hitherto he has rejected all overtures to enter Aden, and it is not possible to 
precisely state the cause. The negotiations of 1904 were mainly conducted through 
the medium of a certain well-to-do merehant, named Hajee Abdulla Am Uraigee, who 
‘owns property in Beda and in Aden, and it would appear that it was mainly due to 

stain suspicions entertained! by Mr. G, W. Bury of the bona fides of this merchant and 

his relations that those negotiations somewhat promptly terminated, and have up 
to quite recently never been effectively renewed. 

As to the su sd, there is practically nothing definite on the 

records of this Office; but, from inguiries made, I conjecture that they were probably in 

t's endeavour to arrange some stipulation in favour 

of himself and certain other smerchants concerned for a reduetion of the taxes and dues 

levied upon their goods in the Beda State. 

7. As to whether the interruption 6f negotiations was in_any way connected with 
the interests and general policy of the Abdali Sultan, it is diffieult to make any more 
definite conjectures, although it may safely be assumed that the Abdali Sultan is aver 
to any measure which brings any other State into closer relations with the British 
Government, and renders his own less of a “focus” of hinterland affairs and polities. 

8. Apart, however, from this cause of interruption, I have reason to believe that 
another cause lias militated aguinst the conclusion of the desired ‘Treaty, which ix in 
‘effect discussion amongst the Sheikhs and leulers of the tribal sections of the State 
itself as to the participation and distribution of the stipends and other monetary gains 
which are expected to erentuate from the Treat 

1 Beyond this, my information is to the effect that Ali-bin-Ahmed-al-Rasnsi is 
‘man of some age and not of a nature disposed to accept more burden and responsibility, 
either now or in the future, that he can conveniently avoid. Tam informed that, upon 
the death of the present titular Sultan, it will probably be Ali-bin-Ahmed's son, and not 
Ali-bin-Ahmed himself, who will be electod to suecoed to the Sultanship, 

10. It is quite possible, from a desire to avoid a source of friction 

en and a possibly considerable burden and rexponsibilit 
hitherto preferred the comparative ease of his present position on the fertile plateau of 
Beda to risking travel and advonture in the diroction of Aden, and a probable interruption 
to the harmony of his existence 

11, At the present moment Tam engaged in » resumption of negotiations through

‘one month of the delivery of the:Counter-Cases, unless the poriod ix extended by 
ont of the Contineting Parties. ‘The Tribunal may, under Article TI

“the nine tribes and the Ottoman dominions,” His Majesty's Government tacitl 
admitted the friction maintained by the Snitan’s Government that the “ nine tribes

though the Porte may profess to instruct the Sub.Governor of Kataba to dal officially 
with the British appoiuted Political Offlece at Dthala, it is not unlikely that suc 
instructions may prove to bo evasive, and that the Kataba Sub-Governor will limit his 
correspondence with the Political Officer at Dihala to informing the latter that he has 
forwarded hix communications to Sanad or Constantinople. 

Tt would then seem that any unilateral action by us or the Amir of Dthala is 
likely to be objected to by the Tarks, while any joint alteration or improvement of 

wxisting boundary marks will involve procuring an Imperial Iradé from the Sultan 

Now that the boundary has been Inid down and drawn on detailed survey mapa 
any encroachments by the Turks are out of the question, but border incidents such as 
tho violation of, of trespass on the existing boundary, especially in eases of the pursait 
of fugitive Arabs, may from time to time occur, though they may not always lead to 
orious question 

‘When the boundary was being fixed in the neighbourhood of Kataba and the 
Dakkam, the British Commission suecceded in including on the British side of the li 
rome trots which at certain seasons of the year become marshy and aro frequented by 
small game, as it was felt that any officers stationed at Dthala might be tempted to 
‘cross (0 the Turkish side of the frontier, thus leading to incidents perhaps of a serious 
nature, Even still, as those marshes ar in close proximity to the borlerline, it is 
not impossible that British officers at Dthala may occasionally bo led to overstep the 
Turkish boundary in pursuing gamo, It may then be expedient oa the whole, that 
minor teespasses across a boundary which ix totally unlike any European frontier, 
should not, where possible, assume the character of international incidents but should 
be adjusted on the spot by unofilcial friendly communication botween the local British 
fand Turkish officials, Should wo adopt a rigid attitude in matters of minor trospaxs 
by tho Turks, tho lniter may retaliate and their motlods in such cases aro distinctly 
rougher than ours. 

‘Teannot help feeling that had the actual facts beca at first correctly reported by 
Major Merowethor and the correct distances between the pillars given, the proses 
correspondence might not have arisen, 

‘The foregoing remarks must, I fear, appear to be almoxt entirely of o negative 
character, But the measures suggested by Major Merewether to provont the 
recurrence of an incident at first incorrectly reported to him would not, I think, have 
the desired offect, while the consent of the Sultan to any alteration of the existing 
boundary, especially by the Amir of Dthala, ean only be obtained by tedious neyotia-

2. In reply, Tm to point out that Consul Crow is himself not altogether correct, 
in his recital ‘of tho evidences of British activity in the Gulf, and it is advisable, 
therefore, that the real facts should be pointed out to him.

4, The second point in Consul Crow's despatch which calls for remarks is the 
statement that the tour of the “Persian Gulf Gazetteer" party was undertaken 
without previous intimation to the Turkish authorities, ‘This statement is not eorreot, 
as the Government of India obtained, both from His Majesty's Government and from 
the Turkish Government, through His Britaunie Majesty's Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, permission for the party to journey jn such parts of Arabia as fell within the 
Turkish zone. The only objections raised hy the Porte were to the party visiting 
EI Has and Nejef, and both visits were secordingly abandoned, a fact of which tho 
‘Turkish Ambassador at London was duly informed by the Foreign OMice on the

His Majesty's Government agree to the maintenance of the stalus quo at Muscat 
pending the arrival of M. Laronce, who will shortly return to his post furnished with 
the necessary instructions from ‘the French Government. They observe that the 
French Acting Consul at Museat has been authorised to renew the temporary 
navigation licences of the French protégés, but they take note of the assurance that 
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this measure will not in any way provent thie Arbitral Award being eventually applied 
in its entirety. ; ‘i 

‘On the other hand, it appears to His Majesty's Government that the maintenance 
of tho status quo cannot affect the immediate coming into operation of the final clause

WITH reference to the 4th paragraph of Sir A, Godley's letter of the 4th February 
last, regarding a reported violation by the Turks of Amiri territory, I'am direeted by 
Mr. Secretary Brodrick to inclose, for the information of the Marquess of Lansdowne, 
copy of a letter from the Governinent of India, in which, amongst other matters, they 
recommend the permanent appointment of a Political Officer at Dtbala, 

‘This recommendation Mr. Brodrick ix prepared to sanction, and, should Lord 
Lansdowne concur be would suggest that the Turkish Government shold’ be invited to 
agree to an arrangement whereby communications respecting border disputes between 
the authorities on the British and Turkish sides of the recently demarcated frontier of 
the Aden hinterland should be made through the channel of the Political Officer at 
Dibaia. 

Dihala is not only close to that part of the frontier where disputes are most likely 
to arise, but would appear to be conveniently situated for communications with the 
‘Tarkish authorities at Taiz ax well ax at Kataba. And, as the whole length of the 
demarcated boundary is considerably under 200 miles, the Political Officer should be 
able to visit any part of it from Dtbala without serious inconvenience.

Sir, Simla, August 81, 1905, 

WE have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Secret despatch of the 
14th April, requesting an expression of our views on the proposals put forward by 
Major Merewether, then Politieal Officer at Dthala, for the grant, under certain 
conditions, of stipends to the Sheikh of the Kotaibia and to the Radfan tribes. 

2. In reply, we have the honour to invite your attention to the inclosod copies of 
the warginally-noted correspondenee,® and especially to a Memorandam drawn up by 
Captain Jacob, Major Merewether's suecessor, in which the subject at issuc is discussed 
at length. You will perceive that Captain Jacob, though agreeing with his predecessor 
ax to the necessity of providing a pecuniary inducement to good behaviour In the ens 
of the minor Chiefs nominally dependent on the Amir of Dtbala, and of not confining 
‘our subsidies to that Chief, differs from him in thinking that this is desirable only 
if they can produce # recommendation from the through whom the money 
would be paid, the object of this courso being to uphold tho Amit’s authority in the 
counte} 

3. The Government of Bombay concur in this view, and have expressed the 
following opinion on other closely connected points 


(1) In view of Captain Jacob's confident hope that he can succeed in dealing 
through the Amir, they consider that it is premature at the present stage to contem 
plate the grant of fixed stipends to particular sub-tribes, On the other hand, they 
recommend that the Political Officer be given a liberal discretionary power for 
making occasional or periodical presents, Such periodical presents, as we understand, 
would differ from the temporary stipends recommended by Major Merewether only in 
the fact that at the present tentative stage there would be no Treaty engagement to 
pay them, 


regarl to the grant of medical assistance, We may here mention 
is under our consideration for the establishment of a hospital and 
dispensary at Dthala. 
(3.) They are in favour of no binding engage 
Kotaibi or other Radfan tribes until it is clear that the Amir is unable, with the support 
‘ot the Political Officer, to consolidate his position as paramount Ruler,

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4, We have the honour to express our concurrence in these views, which are, 
moreover, in accordance vith the general lines of policy laid down in our Secret 
despatch of the 9th February last. It will be observed, however, that the recommen- 
dations of the Government of Bombay are based on the supposition that the posting of 
2 Political Officer at ‘Dithala, decided on last year as a temporary experiment, shall be 
given a permanent character, though originally they were opposed to the course which 
was adopted. 

‘On the 23rd September last you were good enough to request an expression of 
our views, at the expiration of # year, as to the necessity of maintaining this officer and 
his escort at Dthala. In our Secret despatch of the 9th February, 1905, we expressed a 
hope that the personal influence of the Political Officer at Dthala might prove useful as 
a means of conciliating the tribes. We are still of this opinion, and we agree with the 
Government of Bombay in thinking that there is reason to expect that, if time be given 
to Captain Jacob to consolidate his position at Dthnla, his influence may become a 
factor of great importance in keeping the tribes quiet and the trade routes open. Tt 
will, moreover, in our opinion, always be necessary to haye an officer on the spot to 
watch the never-ending conflict between the Turks and Arabs on the other side of the 
frontier, and prevent possible violations of territory by either combatant and intrigues 
betwoen them and the Amir. 

‘We must therefore express our decided conviction that the experience of the last 
ten months has ahown the presence of a permanent Political Officer at Dthala to be 
indispensable, not only on political grounds as the pivot of our new system of dealing 
with the hinterland tribes, but also as likely to prove the most economical poliey in 
the end.
